With the increase in the war estimates, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, Mr. Childers, 
will be obliged to admit that the expenses 
next year will exceed the revenue by 10,000,-

The annular eclipse of the sun, which takes 
place Monday week, will begin in Atlanta at 10:35 
a. m.,centraltime. The path of this eclipse will 
be at first in the Pacific ocean, and when it reaches 
land it will traverse California, Idaho, Montana, 
Manitoba, Hudson’s bay, Greenland, closing its 
career in the northern part of Iceland. Thetowns 
on or near the line of the annuls are Fort 
Meginnis, Gallatin, Helena, Bois City, Virginia 
City, Eureka and Red Bluff. In all these places 
the entire sun will be eclipsed except an “annu- 
lus’ or ripg. The center of the moon passes 
directly over the sun, but as the moon is not quite 
big enough io wholly eclipse the sun, there will be 
a bright ring of sunlight surrounding the dark 
odyoithe moon. The annulus and the corona 
are two distinct things, and the coming eclipse 
will present both to those who live directly ia the 
path of the eclipse. In all of the older states the 
eclipse will be partial, and the beauty of the an- 
nulus will be lost. The duration of the eclipse 
will be about two hours and a half.

The Treasury and the Interior Said to Need a Thor- 
Ovgh Overhauling—fhe Question as to Who 
Will Leed in the Senate—Strong 
Men on the Republican Bide,

WasHinetox, March i.—[{Special.]—See- 
retary McCullough was reluctantly driven to 
the conclusion about the time 


he was to give up the treasury 
portforlio that the department stands in need 
of a thorough overhauling. One of theregrets 
of the venerable secretary, who is known to 
be an honest man, is that he could not remain 
long enough to work out the reforms the need 
of which he so clearly pereeived, If the re- 
publican secretaries had all been men like 


McCullough, the department would not be in 
this deplorable condition. It may be gratify- 
ing tothe old gentleman to watch the process 
ofa reform even where he can have no hand 
in directing it. His information concerning 
the condition of the treasury is creditable to 
him but it merely confirms the conclusion 
long ago reached by the people. Naturally 
all eyes are fixed upon the new cabinet. Each 
member of it has a great work before 
him, but the most difficult duties 
will fall to the lot of the secretary of the treas- 
ury and the secretary of the interior This is 
£0 not only because of the great patronage at 
their disposal, or because of the vast interest 
involved in the many*branches of the service 
over which they are to preside. 

These two is or easy are under especial 
suspicion.Scandals have frequently came out 
ineach of them despite the art of republican 
administration of covering up the mis- 
deeds of its John Sherman 


ofcials. 
made a spurt at reform, but nothing could be 
done throughly in the flabby Hayes adminis- 
tration. Sherman merely made exposures 
enough to givesome idea of what a genuine 
reform would be. Judge Folger was ‘an easy 
going old gentleman, too apt to take things at 
their face value, and bent to rather narrow 
views of partisan service. Judge Gresham 
was the manto stir-up the treasury. He 
is independent, fearless and honest, 
the best piece of cabinet 
timber Arthur ever found. But Gresham 
merely dropped into the treasury to pick up 
another official plume on his march from the 
postofiice department to the circuit bench. 

About Mr. Manning little is known. He 
had figured in politics as a manager, and not 
asan aspirant. When his name was men- 
tioned in cabinet speculation people not posted 
on the minuti of the last campaign inquired 
who he wes. Itis known that he is young, 
capable, ambitious, moderately rich and hon- 
est. He has managed his own ajfiairs 
with signal success and has the reputation of a 
capacity for broad views. His usefulness. to 
the parity in New York is admitted. It is a 
severe test that is to be applied to him. 

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT 

is a fine field for the ploughshare of reform. 
For twenty years it has been settling into 
crooked ways. The land oflice has been man- 
aged in a way that nobody  out- 
side has understood. The pension bureau 
has become an eyesore. Washington 
swarms with sharpers and shysters,who swin- 
dle both the governmentand the citizens in 
this department. They are lobbying at every 
session of congress for legislation to Increase 
the gains of their wicked ways. The patent 
office does not eScape severe criticism. The 
work in these three offices is enormous, even 
if allowed to proceed’in the old grooves. The 
eflort to examine into their records and cus- 
toms and raise the grade of service in honesty 
and efliciency argues an almost incalculable 
outlay of toiland patience. 

It is regretted by many of Mr. Lamar’s 
friends that he consented to become secretary 
of the interior. Thev do not think the office 
will suit his tastes or his habits. He has a 
poetic temperament which may chafe under 
the close- fitting harness of the cabinet. Mr. 
Lamer is generally considered the foremost 
man ofthe senate. He may lose in popular 
and fascinating fame by his retirement into 
the office of secretary of the interior. 
Perhaps the best chance he ever had 
tor patriotic. service is now before him. The 
nearest friends of Mr. Lamar have the firmest 
faith in his fitness for any trust he may ac- 
cept. 

WHO WILL BE THE LEADER? 

Since the call of Bayard, Lamar and Gar- 
land to the cabinet it is freely questioned as to 
wi.o will fill the eminent positions they leave 
vacant in thesenate. They stood in the very 
front rank of that body. Among the old 
senators looming up tor the leadership are 
Beck of Kentucky and Vest of Missouri. 
Both are strong, and of both high hopes are 
entertained, but neither is the ideal 
leader, or will probably ever enjoy the emi- 
nence accorded to Mr. Bayard in the counsels 
of his colleagues, 

Payne, of Ohio, is the most distinguished 
new arrival among the democrats. It is hard 
to believe that he is upin the seventies. A 
more active man is notto be found in the sen- 
ate. Ilespeaks yigorously and works with 
the enthusiasm ofa novice added to the skill 
of the veteran in politics, His relations to the 
administration are expected to be cor- 
dial in the extreme. His son-in-law, Mr. 
Whitney, is among the warmest personal 
friends of the president. The Paynes were 
conspicuous and useful during the campaign. 

The republicans have some very strong men 
in the senate. Sherman, Edmunds, Harrison, 
Ingalls, Allison and Hawley are fresh, active, 
practical leaders. They will not give way to 
the arrogant airs ot Evarts, who comes into 
the senate with a brass band proclamation of 
his arrival, and blowing the principal horn 
himself. Either one of the men 
named will exert more influence in the senate 
than Mr. Evarts. His chance to win the lead- 
ership in 1888 is to impose a fictitious fame 
upon the people and to preach ideal politics to 
them in rebuking the bold, manly errors of 
his republican allies. Many men in congress 
manage to get talked of at home and in the 
country at large without causing the slightest 
ripple on the current of affairs at the capitol. 
Evarts will illustrate this art in its 
verfection. He will never be a real 
adee. but will pout, and scold as he has 
vauted and scolded in polities for thirty years. 

lis only displays of good humor are on occa- 
sions like the recent lionizing accorded him in 
New York. He is happy when he can speak 
of himself His wit is caustic and strong, and 
his personal qualities inspire nearly all other 
feelings than those of affectionate regard and 
cheerful trustfulness. 

The present short session of the sen- 
ate will not give much  opportunt- 
ty for the development of statesmanship. 
There will be little done beyond the con- 
firmation of afew nominations. Some consid- 
eration may be given to the advisability oi 
treaties with Spain, Mexico and Nicaragua, 
for the advocates of the idea represented in 
each of these movements are strongly worked 
up for it. They will probably confine their 
endeavors at this extra session to laying the 

lans for carrying out their schemes in the 
erty-ninth congress.
